Edw. Relgar, Who Wants to See 
Roosevelt, Probably Frank Coe. 


HAS UNCLE IN LAKE VIEW. 


P. S. Whiting Says Fall from Train 
Nephew’s Trouble. 


Edward Relgar, whose persistent efforts to 
s¢e President Roosevelt yesterday resulted 
in his arrest at the White house, is known in 
Chicago. P. S. Whiting, 783 Florence avenué, 
says the man is his nephew and his belief 
is based on Relgar’s notion that people's 
names should be changed to indicate their 
trade or profession. 

Mr. Whiting last night said that Relgar 
was the name his demented nephew, Frank 
Coe, frequently assumed, under the delusion 
that he was another individual. If the 
identification is correct Mr. Whiting will be 
relieved, 

‘‘T am glad they have him,” he said, “ for 
now we can know that he is safe at least. 
The last I heard of him he was stopping at 
the Mayflower hotel in South Clark street, 
from where he sent me a letter.” 

Mr. Whiting says his nephew is dangerous, 
having killed his wife and attempted to kill 
himself a few years ago. 


Derangement Result of a Fall. 

According to Mr. Whitney, Coe, or Relgar, 
has been suffering from mental trouble, the 
result of a fall sustained fourteen years ago, 
when on his way from Pullman, where he 
worked in the car shops, to his home at Lima, 
O. Coe had fallen asleep in the smoker, and, 
being a somnambulist, walked out of the 
ear and was found unconscious by a switch- 
man. In his fall he struck his head againsta 
switch, fracturing his skull. Mr. Whitney 
also sald: . 

‘Three years after that Coe was sent to 
the detention hospital in Toledo, but he was 
soon discharged, and went to Springfield, O. 


He worked there until four, years ago, when 


he rose one morning and shot his wife and 
himself. His wife died, but he recovered and 


was sent to the penitentiary for one year, . 


after which he was sent to the insane hospital 
at Toledo again. He escaped and went to 
New York, coming to Chicago over a year 
ago." 

Would Change Spelling of Names. 

*“‘Late in March, 1903, Coe wrote to me 
saying he was going to Washington to get 
a bill passed to revolutionize the spelling of 
proper names. 

*“T am sure it was my nephew who at- 
tempted to get the spelling of the president’s 
name changed. When he was here last he 
was not able to recognize his brother, who 
was here to see him, and who was making 
arrangements to have him treated by a spe- 
cialist.’’ 


Secret Service Men Take Him. 

When the insane man, armed with a re- 
volver and with two boxes of cartridges, 
called at the White house yesterday he was 
arrested promptly by secret service officers, 
turned over to the police department, and 
after an examination by the police surgeons 
was committed to St. Elizabeth's government 
hospital for the insane. 

When arrested he said he had been recently 
at the Planters’ hotel in South Clark street, 
Chicago. The manager of that hotel said a 
man named Relgar was there for a week in 


November, but that nothing further was 


known of him.

Labor Unions Denounced. 

The chief resolutions adopted, which ex- 
press the sentiments of the new organiza- 
tion, were as follows: 

Resolved, That the propaganda of labor unionism 
in the United States and the every day practical 
workings thereof are revolutionary and subversive 
of the rights of labor and of the employers of labor 
and of the laws of the land; above all, they are 
destructive of the rights and liberties ofthe great 
body of the people, irrespective of their affiliation 


Resolved, further, That the present condition of 
anarchy and contempt for law and the constituted 
authorities brought about by lawless leaders and 
members of labor unions has forced upon the peace 
loving citizens of the United States the necessity of 
demanding that the names and the whereabouts of 
these lawbreakers who practice intimidation, boy- 
cotting, picketing, destruction of property, and 
who commit assaults upon their fellow laborers, or 
commit other crimes in the name of labor, be made 
known for the protection of all law abiding people 
and for the best interests of labor itself, and to the 


Resolved, further, That the executive committee 
is hereby directed to take the necessary steps to 
ascertain the identity of such persons and obtain 
full information in connection therewith, and that a 
report of the same be made to each organization 
holding membership in this association. 


Want No Union Label. 

The resolution touching the use of the unlfon 
label is as follows: 
- The use of the union label on manufactured arti- 
cles recognizes and indorses the endeavor of the 
labor organizations to control the entire labor mar- 
ket; is no indication of the quality of the goods, and 
as its use is a surrender of individual freedom, and 
is a badge of subserviency, be it 

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Industrial Associa- 
tion of America declares its opposition to the use 
of such label, and urges upon manufacturers that 
they refuse its use on their products, being a 
species of boycott, and it is only by reason of un- 
trammeled enterprise that improvement in manu- 
facture and national advancement can be secured. 

Separate resolutions denouncing the eight 
hour and anti-injunction bills now pending 
before congress were passed unanimously.

| Parry Scores Labor Men. ae: 
President Parry in his address said: “‘ The 
interests of all classes, Including those of 
labor, cannot avoid being injured by attempts 
upon the part of either government or civil 
organizations looking to the arbitrary regu- 
lation of industry. Therefore, eight hour, 
anti-injunction, ang national arbitration bills 
are to be utterly Condemned as being danger- 
ous innovations In government and certain 
to affect disastrously the national welfare. 
“The employer has a legal right to employ 
only union men if he chooses, and the mem- 
bers of a union have the legal right to refuse 
to work with independent labor. But Imain- 
tain that neither the employer nor the mem- 
bers of the union have any moral right In. 
either case to thus discriminate against men 
who do not care to belong to certain organi- 
zations.”’ 


Job Talks of Labor Vote. 

Frederick W. Job, secretary of the Chicago 
Employers’ association, addressed the con- 
vention on ‘“‘ The Inefficiency of the Labor 
Vote,” and said in part: 

‘*I want to call you attention to just one 
thing here today, and that is the necessity, 
the burning necessity, at the present time of 
showing the politicians throughout the coun- 
try just what there is, exactly how little there 
is, in these magical words, ‘ the labor vote.’ 

‘*‘ Now, I maintain that the labor vote at 
political elections is not worth the paper 
upon which its promises are written, nor do 
I make this statement unadvisedly.. Let us 
gee whether the statement is justified. 


| Always Badly Handled. 

«The labor po“itical vote, in the first place, 
is always handled, or attempted to be han- 
dled, by wnat union members call ‘ the po- 
litical labor skate,’ who Is one of those fel- 
lows who secure enough spoils during one. 
campaign to tide them over until new plun- 
der comes during the next political excite- 
ment. 

“The influence of the so-called political 
skate amounts to nothing; he has no inter- 
est in the advancement of his former fel- 
low toilers, for, of course, he has long since 
forgotten how to toil himself; he will agree 
to deliver the labor vote; he brings out old 
methods and pretends that they are up to 
date.

There is further corroboration of the report 
that active negotiations are in progress for 
the passage of the Dardanelles by the Rus- 
sian Black sea fleet. This, it is asserted, is 
the reason why such pains have been taken 
of late to secure the good will of Austria. 
Germany probably will be willing to further 
Russia's plan, being glad enough to find 
thereby means of realizing her well known 
ambitions in Asia Minor and to let Russia 
weaken herself by fighting in the far east. 
Ready to Defy England. 

Russia knows all this, but is nevertheless 
determined to let the Black Sea ships 
through, even if necessary to adopt the sub- 
terfuge of altering their appearance by dis- 
guising them as merchantmen.

RUSSIA’S PROTEST TO POWERS. 


- Action of Japrn in Attacking Cruisers 


at Chemulpo Declared a Breach 
of Law of Nations. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—Russia is ad- 
fressing to the powers, cither through their 
representatives at St. Petersburg, the em- 
peror’s envoys abroad, or probably through 
both, a vigorous communication charging 
Japan with repeated violations of the laws 
of nations, first, in threatening to attack a 
neutral port, Chemulpo, Corea, unless the 
Russian ships within came out to face an 
overwhelming force; and, second, in attack- 
Inge Port Arthur before war had been de- 


‘clared and while the Japanese minister at St. 


Petersburg was still enjoying the protection 
and the courtesies of the Russian govern- 
ment, to which it is claimed he had just 
previously addressed a communication ex- 
pressing his belief that the interruption of 
diplomatic relations between the twvu coun- 
tries would be brief. 


Features of the Protest.

RUSSIANS SAVED THE JAPANESE. 


Survivors of Steamer Nakonoura Maru, 
Sunk by Viadivostok Squadron, 
Sent to Nagasaki. 


NAGASAKI, Feb. 22.—The passengers and 
orew of the Japanese steamer Nakonoura 
Maru, sunk by Russian cruisers near the 
island of Yezo on Feb. 11, were all rescued 
but two. They reached here today on the 
steamer Stolbere with twenty white for- 
eigners, 1,500 Chinese, and 50 Japanese. 
The survivors of the Nakonoura Maru were 
well treated and provided with return pas- 
SACS. 

In an interview the captain of the Nakon- 
oura Maru says that on the morning of the 
lith instant four Russian warships were 
sighted at a distance of four miles. The war- 
ships signaled the Nakonoura Maru to fol- 
low them, and afterwards signaled that all 
on board should leave the steamer in fifteen 
minutes. In the meantime. the warships 
opened fire on the steamer. ; 

While the steamer was lowering its boats 
two men were wounded and fell into the sea. 
The remainder of the crew were taken on 
board the cruiser Cremoboi and provided 
with clothing. They were later transferred 
on the 15th to the steamer Stolberg and de- 
tained until the 10th.

PERIL IN THE SITUATION. 


Any Day May Bring Danger to 
American Interests in 
the Far East. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—

Evans to Retain Command.

He feelsthat the 
situation is extremely important out there 
and for this reason offers to remain, although 
hie time of sea duty is up next month ard 
the plan is for him to return to New Yor« 
in his flagship. The department has cabled 
him, leaving the matter entirely to his own 
judgment, and the announcement was made 
tonight by a high official that the department 
had every confidence in the wisdom of Ad- 
miral Evans’ decision. 


Possible Changes in Fleet. 

In the event that Rear Admiral Evans de- 
cides to return Rear Admiral Philip H. 
Cooper, now commanding the cruiser squad- 
ron of the Asiatic fleet, will be mamed as the 
successor of Admiral Evansin supreme com- 
mand of the station, and in turn will be suc- 
ceeded by Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, now 
commanding the Philippine squadron, the 
command of that squadron being taken by 
Rear Admiral W. M. Folger. 


IS FOOD CONTRABAND OF WAR? 


Russian and Japanese Seizures of Amer- 
ican Cargoes May Cause Friction 
with United States. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—Officials here 
are apprehensive that friction may follow the 
efforts of the belligerents in Asia to defirie 
contraband of war in a manner injurious to 
American trade. A vast quantity of Ameri- 
can foodstuffs is now afloat, destined for 
both Russia and Japan, and it Is probable 
that the question will be speedily raised as to 
whether or not these supplies are contra- 
band of war. 

The United States has in recent years in- 
sisted that foodstuffs were not contraband 
and could not be seized by a belligerent, un- 
less it were shown that the goods were con- 
signed to or clearly intended for a belligerent. 

This principle was recognized by the Brit- 
ish government during the Transvaal war, 
and British courts awarded considerable 
sums of money to American shippers on ac- 
count of food seized by British warships. 


WAR ORDER FOR RAILWAYS. 


Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
Refuse Freight for Corean and 
Manchurian Ports. 


Notice was issued yesterday by the Great 


Northern and the Northern Pacific railways 


instructing their agents to refuse freight for 
any point in Corea and Manchuria. The 
railroads in this country, it is explained, are 
in no position to accept freight for shipment 
in the war zone. : 

Japan is not included in the restricted dis- 
trict, and in consequence freight will be ac- 
cepted for ports in that country. The ports 
of Corea and Manchuria are blockaded, but 
the Japanese and Chinese ports are open. 
Railroad supplies and heavy machinery are 
the principal shipments made. 

If the blockade is extended it will cause a 
great decrease in far easiern traffic, but the 
embargo against shipments to Corea and 
Siberia alone will not seriously affect the 
business of the transcontinental lines.

WILL KBEP OUT OF CHINA. 


REPLIES OF JAPAN AND RUSSIA 
TO HAY’S NEUTRALITY NOTE. 


Mikado and Czar Agree to Respect the 
Territorial Integrity of the Great 
Yellow Empire—Text of Their Notes 
Made Public by the State Depart- 
ment at Washington—Auswer from 
St. Petersburg Excludes Manchuria 
from the Proposed Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—The state de- 
partment has made public the text of the 
“notes exchanged with the powers respect- 
ing the far eastern war. The United States 
note already*has been published. The text 
of the remaining notes follows: , 

On Feb. 13 the following answer was re- 
ceived from the Japanese government ad- 
dressed to the American minister in Tokio: 

In response to your note of the 12th instant on the 
subject of the neutrality of China during the ex- 
isting war. I Deg to say that the imperial govern- 
ment, sharing with the government of the United 
States in the fullest measure the desire to avoid as 
far as possible, any disturbance of the orderly con- 
dition of affairs now prevailing in China, is pre- 
pared to respect the neutrality and administrative 
entity of China outside the regions occupied by 
Russia, as long as Russia, making a similar en- 
gagement, fulfills in good faith the terms and con- 
ditions of such engagement. 


| Text of Russia’s Reply. 
Feb. 19 the following answer was received 
from the Russian government: 


The imperial government shares completely the 
desire to ineure the tranquillity of China, and is 
ready to adhere to an understanding with other 
powers for the purpose of safeguarding the neu- 
trality of that empire on the following condi- 
tions: 

Firstly—China must herself strictly observe all 
the clauses of reutrality. 

Secondly—The Japanese government must loyally 
observe the engagements entered into with the 
powers, as well as the principles generally recog- 
nized by the law of nations. 

Thirdly—That it is well understood that neu- 
tralization in no case can be extended to Man- 
churia, the territory of which, by the force of 
events, will serve as the field of military opera- 
tions. 


Hay Acknowledges Receipt. 

On the same day the state department sent 
the following telegram to the governments 
of Russia and Japan, communicating its 
purport to the other powers interested: 


_ The answer of the Russian government is viewed 
as responsive to the proposal made by the United 
States as well as by the other powers, and this gov- 
ernment will have pleasure in communicating it 
forthwith to the governments of China and Japan, 
each of which has already informed us of its ad- 
herence to the principles set forth in our circular 
proposal.

Japanese in Manchuria Held at Port

No savage tribes who happened to 
dwell upon the isthmus would have been per- 
mitted to bar this pathway of civilization. 
By the universal practice and consent of, 
mankind they would have been swept aside 
without hesitation. 

‘*No Spanish sovereign could, by disco?- 
ery or conquest, or occupation, preémpt for 
himself the exclusive use of this little spot 
upon the surface of the earth dedicated by: 
nature to the use of all mankind. No civil 
society organized upon the ruins of Spanish 
dominion could justly arrogate to itself over 
this tract of land sovereignty unqualified 
by the world’s easement and all the rights 
necessary to make that easement effective. 


Higher than International Law. 


‘The formal rules of international law 
are but declarations of what is just and 
right in the generality of cases. But where 
the application of such a genéral rule would 
impair the just rights or imperil the exist- 
ence of neighboring states, or would unduly 
threaten the peace of a continent, or would 
injuriously affect the general interests of 
mankind, it has always been the practice of 
civilized nations to deny the application of. 
the formal rule and compel conformity to 
the principles of justice upon which all 
rules depend. 

‘“*The Danubian principalities and Greece 
and Crete, and Egypt, the passage of the 
Dardanelles, and the neutralization of. the 
Black sea are familiar examples of limita- 
tions in derogation of those general rules 
of international law which describe the. 
sovereignty of nations. 


Monroe Doctrine an Example. 


“The Monroe doctrine itself, upon which 
we stand so firmly, is an assertion of ous 
right for our own interest to interfere with 
the action of every other nation in those 
parts of this hemisphere where others are 
sovereign and where we have no s0over- 
eignty or claim of sovereignty. It is said 
that the Monroe doctrine.is not a rule of 
international law. It is not.aruleatall. It 
is an assertion of a right under the universal 
rule that all sovereignty is held subject to 
limitations in its exercise arising from the 
just interests of other nations, 

‘By the rules of Might and justice univer- 
sally recognized among men and which are 
the law of nations, the sovereignty of Colom- 
bia over the isthmus of Panama was quali- 
fied and limited by the right of the other 
civilized nations of the earth to have the 
eanal constructed across the isthmus and to 
have it maintained for their free and un- 
obstructed passage.”’ 


Recognized by New Granada. 


Mr. Root then reviewed the history of 
the ‘40s to prove -that New Granada had 
repeatedly recognized this qualification of its 
sovereignty and had asked the United States 
to become the trustee of that right upon 
which the qualification was based. 

“Throughout the half century since the 
treaty was made,” he continued, ‘‘ the Unit- 
ed States has been faithful to its obligations. 
The distinct announcement of its protection 
and its constantly increasing power have 
been an adequate barrier against foreign 
aggression upon the isthmus. In all the long 
and monotonous series of revolutions and re- 
bellions In which Colombia from the begin- 
ning showed itself wholly incapableof main- 
taining order, United States sailors and ma- 
rines have policed the railroad, its termi- 
nal cities, and its harbors—sometimes by 
Colombia's request and sometimes without 
it—prohibiting action sometimes by the 
forces of the party in power and sometimes 
by the forces of the party out of power, but | 
always enforcing peace upon the line of 
transit. 

**In a long series of formal binding official 
declarations by nearly every administration 
for more than half a century, we have com- 
mitted our country as a matter of traditional 
policy to the execution of the trust to pro- 
tect and control the passage of the isthmus 
for the equal uses of all nations. 


Effect of Treaty of 1846. 


“It will be observed that one effect of the 
treaty of 1846 was that foreign powers were 
to be excluded from the opportunit¥ to con- 
struct the canal themselves. It followed 
from this that if private enterprise should 
fail to build the canal, the United States as- 
sumed the obligation to build it. We could 
not play dog in the manger on the isthmus. 

‘* Private enterprise has failed to build the 
canal, The great French company organized 
by De Lesseps, after wasting an incredible 
amount of treasure and after the sgacrifice of 
thousands of lives, has abandoned hope of 
completing the undertaking. No private 
company again will grapple with the colossal 
enterprise. Other nations are excluded from 
the attempt by the force of our agreement 
with Colombia, Ifthe canal is to be built, we 
must build it. 


Largest Gain to Colombia. 


“Colombia stood to profit more by the 
building of that canal than any other nation 
upon earth. Its territory, stretching across 
the northwestern end of South America, 
was without internal communication or uni- 
ty. Its principal towns upon its Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts were separated by ranges of 
lofty mountains not traversed by any rail- 
read, and for the most part without roads of: 
any kind. The building of a canal would, for 
the first time, establish practical and easy 
communication between its different proy- 
inces. 

“It had acknowledged the world's right to 
the canal. It had specifically granted the 
right of way to the United States. It had 
induced ihe United States to assume the 
moral obligation for its construction by ex- 
cluding all other nations from the isthmus. 
When it came to settle the terms of this 
‘supplementary convention’ Colombia de- 
manded to be paid. ; 


Agrees to First Unjust Demand. 
* Reluctantly, and with a sense that it was

‘congress selected for the purpose of ratifying 
the treaty, as the preceding congress was 


a weaker nation. The treaty was ratified by 
the senate and forwarded to Bogota. At the 
same time we arranged that upon the final 
‘ratification of the treaty we should pay tothe 
Panama Canal company $40.000,000, the en- 
tire appraised value of its work upon the 
canal, in which it had expended nearly $200,- 
000 


ae No Limit to Exactions. 


“The concessions made in the treaty to 
the: government of Colombia, however, 
seemed merely to inspire in that government 
a belief-that there was no limit to the ex- 
actions which they could impose. They de- 
manded a further $10,000,000 from the Pana- 
ma Canal company, and upon its refusal 
they rejected the treaty. 

“This rejection was a substantial refusal 
to permit the canal to be built. It appears 
that: the refusal contemplated not merely 
further exactions from us but the spoliation 
of the canal company. That company’s cur- 
rent franchise was limited by its terms to 
Oct. 831, 1904. There was an extension for six 
years granted by the president and for wnich 
the company had paid 5,000,000 francs. 
These patriots proposed to declare the ex- 
tension void and the franchise ended and to 
confiscate the $40,000,000 worth of property 
of. the company and take from the United 
States for themselves, in payment for it, the 
$40,000,000 we had agreed to pay the com- 
pany. 

Scheme Repugnant to Justice. 


“By becoming a party to this scheme, we 
might have looked forward to the time when 
the appetite of Colombia being satisfied at 
the expense of the unfortunate stockholders 
of the French company, we could proceed 
with the work; but such a course was too 
repugnant to the sense of justice that ob- 
tains in every civilized community-to be for 
a moment contemplated. Every effort was 
made to bring Colombia to a realization of 
what it was doing; the effort was in vain, 
and on Oct. 31, when the Colombian congress 
adjourned, the inchoate treaty had expired 
by limitation.”’ 

Here Mr. Root paused in fis argument to 
outline the problem with which this country 
was confronted, as quoted inthe introduc- 
tion. He declared that in Eurgpe a concert 
of the powers would have made short work 
of the problem, and that “‘ in Central Amer- 
ica they would have made short work of it 
but for the Monroe doctrine. By the asser- 
tion of that doctrine and the engagements 
of that treaty we took the responsibility 
upon ourselves alone to do for civilization 
what otherwise all the maritime powers 
would have united in requiring; it was for us 
alone to act; and I have no question that our 
right and duty were to build the canal, with 
or without the consent of Colombia,” 


Isthmus Formerly Independent. 


This was the situation when the revolu- 
tion occurred, and here Mr. Root delved into 
history to find justification for the rising of 
the Panama people. He showed that the 
isthmus had been independent once, but had 
entered numerous confederations, and at 
last had been reduced to slavery by a dic- 
tator at Bogota. Panama, he said, was orig- 
inally an “ organized civil society " of 300,- 
000 souls, as completely cut off from New 
Granada by tropical jungles as some distant 
island by the sea. The staté obtained its 
original independence from Spain, but after- 
ward entered the Granadian confederation. 
In 185 an amendment to the constitution 
made the isthmus autonomous. 

This sovereignty was enjoyed till Rafael 
Nunez, in 1885, put Panama under martial 
law and in a high handed manner sent a 
swarm of administrative officers from Bo- 
gota to oppress the people. 

Mr. Root quoted extensively from con- 
temporary documents to illustrate the des- 
potism.of these foreign governors. The rev- 
olution of last November was the fourth at- 
tempt of the little state to rid itself of the 
fron hand. 


Rejection a Blow to Panama. 


“ The rejection of the canal treaty,” said 
Mr. Root, “‘ by the Bogota congress was the 
final and overwhelming injury to the inter- 
ests of Panama; the conclusive evidence of 
indifference to its welfare and disregard of 
its wishes; and it also created the oppor- 
tunity for success in its persistent purpose 
to regain civil liberty; for it was plain that 
under the strained relations created by that 
rejection, the United States naturally would 
not exercise authority again on the isth- 
mus as it had before to aid the troops of 
Colombia. The United States was under 
no obligation to do so, and could not do so 
without aiding in the denial ofits own rights 
and the destruction of its own interests. 
Upon that the people of Panama relied in 
their last attempt, and they relied upon it 
with reason.”’ | 


Reviews the Coup d’Etat. 


The speaker then reviewed the coup d'état 
of Maroquoin and the succeeding events, 
which showed that Panama had rebelled 
against a government at Bogota which was 
little better than a state of anarchy. The 
perfidy of the Colombian government in pre- 
vious negotiations with the United States 
was conclusively revealed when the revolu- 
tion broke out. 

“Colombia and Panama then both held 
out to us the offer of the right and opportuni- 
ty to build the canal,’ pursued Mr. Root. 
** Colombia said: ‘ We will ratify the treaty— 
we will ratify it by decree, or we will calla

* Recognize our independence, and the treaty 
follows, of course, for the building of the 
canal is our dearest hope.’ : 

“ There was no question of interest on the 
part of the United States; the treaty was 
secure; the canal was secure but there was a 
question of right, a.question of justice, a 
question of national conscience to be dealt 
with. What was the duty of the United 
States toward the people of Panama and the 
dictator at Bogota? 


Panama People Real Owners. 


“ The people of Panama were the real own- 
ers; of the canal route; it was because their

OF WORLD POWER 


Ex-Secretary Root Sees Moral 
for America in the Victo- 
ries Won by Japan. 


SPEAKS AT CLUB BANQUET 


Judge Speer Praises Roosevelt 
and President Tucker Dis- 
cusses Education. 


*‘ Within the last few days the world has 
been startled to admiration by the wonder- 
ful dash of the Japanese torpedo fleet. Two 
lessons we may learn from that. One is 
that confidence in mere bigness, confidence 
in the power of numbers and extent of ter- 
ritory, confidence in enormous wealth and 
old traditions, is ill placed when in the switft- 
ly changing affairs of man a strong and 
vigorous assailant attaeks the citadel which 
seemed secure, 

‘*‘ And the other lesson is the supreme pos- 
session of country, the devotion of its soas. 
The reason why the little Japanese torpedo 
boats were able to destroy the power cf 
great Russia on the sea was that the Japan- 
ese hold the love of country, the ideal of 
the state, as the supreme possession to a 
degree that has never heen equaled since the 
days that Rome conquered the world.”’ 

With these words, illustrating his plea for 
devotion to country, the ex-secretary of war, 
Elihu Root, spoke last night at the Washing- 
ton day banquet of the Union League club. 
Mr. Root had delivered a more extended pub- 
lic address during the afternoon in the Audi- 
torium, but the banqueters at night heard 
with loud applause his further words urging 
and defining patriotism. Aside from Mr. 
Root the speakers at the banquet were Judge 
Emory Speer of Georgia and President Tuck- 
er of Dartmouth college. President Wallace 
Heckman of the club was toastmaster. 


Pessimism Is Almost Treason. 

In the course of his address Mr. Root said 
he deemed pessimism a little short of trea- 
son. 

‘* Let us see,’’ said he, “ how sets the cur- 
rent of our national life. Is the great tide 
of morality and public conscience rising to- 
ward high ideals? 

‘We can only answer this question by 
comparing the present with what we have 
done in the past. From reading history 
we find a steady progress along the pathway 
of American ideals. The evils in public 
which are being criticised now are evils 
which passed unnoticed fifty years ago. 
There never was a time when public morali- 
ty in America was purer, when the con- 
science of the American people was more 
sensitive to the rules applied to the conduct 
of public men, 

“As a few friends gathered together, let 
us think of the real meaning of patriotism. 
The prosperity we have does not come of 
itself. It has come because we are a 
people willing to submit to law in spite of 
individual interests. 


What Future Has in Store. 


“What of the limitless possibilities of the 
future? There is a vista of missionary life 
‘opening before us. Cuba and the Philippines 
are being taught the principles of true liberty, 
and now we have Panama before us. The 
events which will culminate today in the 
ratification of the Panama treaty will bring 
blessings on the American people and come 
back to us in added happiness and prosperity 
a thousandfold. 

_** The preservation of the ideals which have 
made us what we are is all that will make 
possible the continued progress of this great 
country.’’ 


On Education and Patriotism. 


Of education in relation to patriotism 
President Tucker spoke as follows: 

“What has patriotism the right to de- 
mand of education? I quote from a letter 
which recently fell under my notice written 
to a great benefactor of education: ‘ Nearly 
every time I mix in business affairs,’ says 
the Writer, ‘I have the fact forced upon my 
observation that college graduates are quite 
as dishonest and as expert sharpers as their 
less fortunate and more ignorant brothers. 
Il fear that I am gradually being forced to 
the adoption of a new motto—fewer 
churches, less learning, and more honesty.’ 
*“ There are three training schoolsamongst 
us for political leadership, the saloon, busi- 
ness, and the college. It is quite useless to 
ignore the first, when a man of this training 


has it in his power today to dictate the nomi- 


nation of one of the national parties for the 
political leader. It is foolish to overlook the 
training which creates the type. | 

“There is not much danger today that the 
academic mind of this country will not ad- 
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greater danger lies in the fact that the ad-: 
justment is apt to take place too early in the: 
process of training. In the change in such 
large degree of the subject matter of the 
higher education, to subjects of immediate 
utility, the moral element seems to. have 
been relegated to a second place in modem 
education.’’ 


Talks of Attitude in South. 


Judge Speer, in the course of an address 
eulogizing the administration of President. 
Roosevelt, had this to say of the attitude of 
the south: . 
“If the president in any act of his hag 
fallen into error, it is probably due to ti 
fact that he had in his cabinet no southel 
man, who, while sympathizing with 
views of general national policy, with 
knowledge could advise him on those delicate,” 
difficult, yet to southern men supreme mat — 
ters, involving possibilities of danger to our — 
future which make the best and the broadest 
minded among us sometimes tremble. 
** God send the time when the people of the 
north and the south will know each other 
better. May the day hasten when the south- 
ern people may have the full sympathy and 
counsel of their northern brethfen in all their 
anxieties, and may they rejoice in the liberty 
to put behind them their apprehensions for 
the control of their local governments and 
for the safety of their loved ones and 
homes.”’

NEW FOE OF NAVAL BILL 


REPUBLICAN CONGRESSMAN DE- 
CLARES IT WASTE OF MONEY. 


Does Not Want to Stop Work in Prog- 
ress, but Is Opposed to Further Ex- 
penditures—Charge Made in House 
That Government Is Nourishing 
Trust in Armor Plate—Senators For- 
aker and Hoar Have Sharp 
counter Over the Panama Canal. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—The naval ap- 
propriation bill today encountered opposition 
on the republican side of the house. Mr. Bur- 
ton of Ohio, chairman of the rivers and har- 
bors committee, announced in a vigorous 
speech that he could not support a bill which 
declares that the United States, which in his 
view should be the leader in all works for 
peace, is going to double, treble, and quad- 
ruple its naval establishment, all under the 
assertion that it is done for peace. 

He questioned the need of so great a navy 
as the bill contemplates, asserting that the 
Monroe doctrine and the supremacy of this 
country on this side of the world is secure and 
that the control of the Philippines by this 
country had not bgen questioned, He asked 
the minority why, in view of the declarations 
in the Kansas City platform, they had not 
opposed these expenditures. 


Would Not Leave Ships to Rot. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, said the 
inquiry put the democrats in an unfair at- 
titude, as the failure of the bill would mean 
that ships under construction would rot at 
the docks and the sailors would go unfed. 

Mr. Burton replied that he did not want to 
be understood as opposing work on ships un- 
der construction or the maintenance of the 
navy. 

Mr. Rixey said the Carnegie and Bethlehem 
companies had been awarded armor plate 
contracts at figures $55 a ton in excess of that 
named in the contract with the Midvale com- 
pany, and he charged that the two first 
named concerns were in an agreement to keep 
up the price. He asked why money should 
be appropriated for the prosecution of trusts 
when in Pennsylvania there is a combination 
to control prices. ‘‘ Why has not the attor- 
ney general,” he said, instituted some pro- 
ceeding against the Carnegie and Bethlehem 
companies? The government, instead of 


‘of prosecuting them is rewarding them.” 


Sharp Exchange in Senate. 


The feature of today’s session of the senate 
was a speech from Mr. Hoar in explanation 
of his former speech on the isthmian canal 
situation. He complained of the criticism of 
his utterances at that time, saying that he 
had been misunderstood and misrepresented, 
and contended that his intention on that oc- 
‘easion had been to secure full information 
concerning the Panama revolt and not to cast 
reflections on the president. On the con- 
trary, he had the highest regard for that 
official and intended to vote for the treaty. 

Mr. Foraker was mentioned among others 
who had criticised the first speech, and after 
Mr. Hoar had concluded the Ohio senator in 
reply said that if he had on the former occa- 
sion misunderstood Mr. Hoar he was not the 
onty senator who had done so.

SIX MEN ON SCHOONER CRONWELL 
DROWNED NEAR NEW YORK. 


Sailors Rescued from Wreck at Sea 
Landed Safely, but Two of Steamer 
York Castle Drowned in Attempt 
to Save Them—Coast Guards Take 
Seven from Boat in Surf Close to 
Atlantic City—Two Die on the Pa- 
cific Coast. | 


Schooner Benjamin Cromwell wrecked on Long 
island and six men drowned. 

Crew of schooner Willie L. Newton saved by 
steamer Micmac and landed in New York; 
steamer York Castle lost two men in attempt to 
rescue Newton's crew.

New York, Feb. 22.—Six men, includ- 


ing Capt. Harvey McClean and Mate

Two 
men of the eight on board came ashore on 
tits of wreckage, and were taken to the 
Bellport life saving station exhausted. 
Three life saving crews—those from Bell-| 
port, Oak Point, and Jones Inlet—made half 
a dozen ineffectual attempts to launch life- 
boats. One boat succeeded in getting 
through the surf, but was unable to get to 
the outer ‘bar, where the Cromwell was 


lying. 
Crew of the Newton Safe. 


The British steamer Micmac, which arrived 
today from Huelva, brought into port seven 
shipwrecked seamen, the captain and crew 
of the schooner Willie L. Newton, aban- 
doned at sea. The Micmac sighted the dis- 
tressed schooner four hours after the 
steamer York Castle abandoned the at- 
tempt to rescue the crew of the wrecked 
vessel. The first officer of the Micmac and 
five seamen launched a lifeboat and, after 
considerable difficulty, succeeded in trans- 
férring safely all hands from the wreck. _ 


Two Die in Effort to Rescue. 
Two men were lost by the steamer York 
Castle, which arrived today from Delagoa 
bay, in an attempt to give aid yesterday te 
the American schooner Willie L. Newton, 
about 200 miles southeast of Sandy Hook. 
The steamer tried to launch a life boat in 
charge of Chief Officer Alexander Turner 
with four men. The falls became jammed, 
and as the ship was rolling violently the 
five men were thrown into the sea. After 
considerable difficulty three of the men were 
rescued, but Turner and Carpenter Gray were 


lost. 
Coast Guards Save Eight. 


Atiantic City, N. J., Feb. 22.—After bat- | 


tling with heavy seas for several] hours to- 
day, the captain and seven members of the 
crew of the three masted schooner Olive T. 
Whittier, from Fernandina, Fla., were res- 
cued by the life saving crew of the Long 
Beach life saving station. The vessel went 
ashore early today on Little Beach bar, six- 
teen miles north of Atlantic City. 

When the fog lifted, the life sgvers, with 
great difficulty, launched theif boat and 
after heroic work brought all the crew ashore. 


Boat Lost in Pacific Sterm. 


Wash., Feb. 22.—The schooner 
Frank Howa from Port Townsend to San 
Francisco, Capt. Keegan, is ashore at Long 
Beach. The life saving crew took off five 
men. Two men of the schooner were killed 
on the boat by a heavy sea.

CHILDREN HEAR OF WASHINGTON 


Addressed by Three Speakers at the Au- 
ditorium, Beginning the Day’s 
Exercises. 


The celebration of Washington’s birthday 
under the auspices of the Union League club 
began with a gathering of public school 
pupils at the Auditorium in the morning at 
10:30 o’clock. The singing of patriotic songs 
and three addresses, given by Mrs. Marion 
Foster Washburne of Elkhart, Ind.; Dr. 
William G. Frost, president of Berea col- 
lege; and Charles G. Parks, a senior of the 
Lake View High school, made up the pro- 
gram. Clinton B. Evans presided in the ab- 
sence of Judge C. 8S. Cutting, who is ill. 

The subject of the address delivered by 
Mr. Parks was ‘‘ True American Statesman- 
ship.’’ He has won four gold medals for ora- 
tory, the last being received at Omaha, 
where he was one of a team of three who 
represented the Chicago schools against the 
schools of that city. He was born in Dixon, 
Ill., eighteen years ago. 

After outlining the rights and duties of 
American statesmanship, Mr. Parks said: 

“The recent railway, cab drivers, and 
teamsters’ strike in Chicago could have been 
averted by a citizenship both of proper in- 
telligence and fair mindedness among em- 
ployer and employé. As it was, the public 
had to suffer. Between the Scylia and 
Charybdis of trade unionism and monopoly 
American people must have the guidance and 
protection of an unselfish, public spirited, 
and incorruptible legislation. And that legis- 
lation must have as its fountain head an ir- 
reproachable citizenship.”’ 


WASHINGTON DAY AT OBERLIN. 


Dr. William E. Barton of Oak Park De- 
livers Annual Address at the 
Ohio College. 


Oberlin, O., Feb. 22.—[ Special. ]—The Wash- 
ington’'s birt hday address at Oberlin college 
was delivered today by the Rev. William E. 
Barton of the First Congregational church, 
Oak Park, il. “ The true George Washing- 
ton,”” he declared, “is the Washington of 
the popular imagination. -The evidence is ail 
in. The last of George /Washington’s com- 
panions in arms have been mustered out. It 
is several years since the last annual death 
of his last body servant. We are beyond the 
point where any one can rise up out of the 
vold~and trouble us with new facts about 
Washington. 

“We have no right to ask how Washing- 
ton would have handled the armies of Grant 
or solved the diplomatic problems of John 
Hay. Washington at Appomattox and The 
Hague would have been a gross anachronism, 
but Washington was no anachronism ct 
Trenton, Princeton, Yorktown, and in the 
chair of the constitutional convention. 

“ Washington belongs to the whole nation. 
He lived in the east, but he believed in the 
west, and we never think of him as an east- 
ern man. He was a southerner, but of so 
distinctly national a type that we have to 
remind ourselves that he was from the soutb. 
Our coneeption of a national hero has 
changed and widened in the last 100 years. 
The value of the name of Washington is that 
it gives personality to a national ideal, an 
ideal of steadfastness, honor, and incorrupt- 
ible patriotism."’

The freshmen refused to sur- 
render them, so all the guards were hustled 
off to jail and a charge of riot was preferred 
against them. Their hearing will take place 
next Monday. The shackled sophomores 
were taken by the police to a blacksmith shop, 
where the chains binding them were cut.

Mineworkers Depart Disgusted. 


When the Illinois district convention of the 
united mineworkers adjourned yesterday 
the delegates turned their backs on Chicago 
disgusted with the methods of the “ mush- 
room ”’ unions. In the closing hours of the 
convention the office building janitors and 
window washers brought in their grievance. 
This was that Association hall was on their 
*“ unfair ’’ list. 

The miners adjourned, after a predminary 
session with the operators, to continue the. 
joint convention in Springfield. The meeting 
will be after the interstate joint convention 
in Indianapolis, Feb. 29, called for the pur- 
pose of adjusting wages for the coming year. 
On the success of this gathering depends the 
peace of the coal mines. 

An admission that many strikes are un- 
necessary was made yesterday by President 
W. M. Merrick of the United Association of 
Piumbers and Gas and Steam Fitters, whose 
executive committeeAs in session in the city. 
“The board has applications from 80 of its 
470 locals asking permission to strike,’’ Mer- 
rick said. ‘‘ But everything we do will be in 
the interest of peace.”’ 

Push Cart Defeats a Union. 

Charles Anderson, the South Chicago milk- 
man who owns a cow and sells his milk from 
a push cart, yesterday won his fight with the 
milkmen’s union. Anderson, who lives at 
10237 Avenue M, was ordered to join the 
union, whose regulations state that all who 
deliver milk from a wagon with a horse 
shall be eligible. Anderson claimed that.he 
was the motive power and could not be a: 
union man under that rule. The committee 
of the unioh yesterday decided that he should 
not be molested. Anderson said that he was 
in favor of unions and would join as soon as 
arrangement could be made to include thost 

who operated carts without horses.

FREE BEER IN’WAGE.PROBLEM. 


Brewery Employes’ Consumption of the 
Beverage Is Factor in Demand 
ae for More Pay. 


Clear away the cobwebs from your brain, 
take a sheet_of paper anda pencil and see 
if you can figure out the wages of a Chicago 
brewery worker. Although there is no 
“catch” in the problem, and it looks simple 
enough on the surface, still it is no ordinary 
example in arithmetic. 

By a solemn compact between the associa- 
tion of the brewery owners and their union 
employés, the latter receive $16.50 a week 
for six days of eight hours each. That makes 
$2.75 a day, or 34% cents an hour. It looks 
as if the problem was solved, but there 
remain two variable quantities not taken 
into consideration. 

In the contract between the employers and 
the men the latter are guaranteed free beer: 


No two brewerles have the same rule in re- 


gard to the quantity given the workers. The 


Atlas brewery deals out four quarts a day, in | 


four installments; the Peter Schoenhofen 
company makes it six quarts, in six install- 
ments, and in other establishments the quan- 
tity is regulated by the capacity of the toilers. 

Charles J. Vopicka of the Atlas company 
estimates that there are five. glasses to a 


quart of the beverage. The four quarts used 
in a day, then, would make twenty glasses, 


which would sell at current bar rates at $1.

Her Own Way. 


.Critical analysis. may . point out improba- 
bilities of plot: and inferiority of certain 
scenes or acts-in the*plays of Clyde Fitch, 
but that they’ contain tne most entertain- 
ing dialogue found in the productions of any 
of our native playwrignts cannot but be 
conceded. Whatever Mr. Fitch may do in 
the way of story, he is certnin to amuse by 
clever and telling dialogue, and it is a ques- 
tion after all if the power to amuse and to 
entertain is not a desirable and valuable 
quality in a drama intended for public per- 


formance. We may talk of art, but the ma- . 


jority of us go to the theater to be enter- 
tained, and Clyde Fitch rarely fails to do 
that much for us. Like the twice widowed 
mother in “Her Own Way,’ who “ pleased 
at first sight, but never wore well,”’ Mr. 
Fitch may not “ wear well” week in and 
week out, but that he pleases at first sight 
is certain. 

His latest play to have presentment in Chi- 
cago was revealed last evening at the I[H- 
nois, in the presence of an audience of good 
size and fashionable quality. It is entitled. 
‘Her Own Way,’’ and served to bring Miss 
Maxine Elliott forward as an independent 
star. Be it said at once that the perform- 
ance is one thoroughly worth the seeing. 
The play is brilliant with all the Fitch clev- 
erness of speech and attractiveness of situa- 
tion,*and it is one of the most evenly devel- 
oped and uniformly constructed pieces he 
has produced. The theme is undeniably 
story-bookish in many of its details, and the 
stickler for probability will find no satisfac- 
tion in trying to fit the actions of the hero, 
the heroine, and the villain to his standards. 
He will doubt the likelihood of ‘ Dick’s 
going off to the Philippines without know- 
ing more definitely concerning the reported 
engagement of Georgiana and Coast;. he 
may question some of the details connected 
with Dick’s rescue and return, and he may 
wonder as to the sudden goodness of Coast, 
but despite these scruples of the art con- 
science, he will find himself being uncom- 
monly weil entertained and will have many 
a hearty laugh, feel an occasional suspicion 
of moisture in his eye, and go home certain 
that he has had an evening of enjoyment. 


Miss Elliott raised herself in the esteem of 


all who watched her work as Georgiana 
last evening. That she is about as charm- 
ing a creature to see as the stage ever re- 
veals has been long acknowledged, but while 
her personal attractiveness played no small 
part in her success last night and discov- 
ered no lessening of its rare perfection, it 
was as an actress that she compelled in- 
crease of approbation and admiration.

Fitch has fitted her with neatest of skill 
with a rdle that suits her down to the 
ground. All the graces of womanhood and 
physical beauty which are hers have been 
utilized by him with consummate cleverness, 
but he has also given her opportunity to 
display abilities which have heretofore been 
unrevealed. He has introduced into ‘ Her 
Own Way” one or two scenes of emotion 
which, while brief, enable the actress to

ing when Miss Elliott surprised and grati- 
fied by the quiet power with which she ac- 


. complished certain tellingly dramatic things

“manner that recalled Mrs. Patrick Campbell

-Paulton opera is almost a classic in worth 


among its kind, for it has the merit, only too 
rare nowadays, of combining a fairly tangible 
and consistent story, with music whose vital- 
ity and appeal to popularity have been proven 
by nearly a score of successful vears. 

The present revival is an excellent one, the 
best in many ways that well known work has 
ever had. The Garrick stage is not sufficient- 
ly deep to permit of the best showing of the 
setting for the first act, and the lighting yes- 
terday afternoon was not such as to make the 
“pink ballroom ’’ of the second act satis- 
factory from a color viewpoint—a shortcom- 
ing which, it is stated, some new wiring now 
in progress will remove ina few days. But 
the settings are picturesque and the costumes 
on the whole are varied and tasteful. 


Mr. Wilson in his impersonation of 
** Caddy "’ is just about as he ever has been— 
inimitable. There is an occasional bit of new 
stage ‘‘ business’ here and there, the cos- 
tume worn in the first act is a little more 
ragged and more wonderful in its composi- 
tion, but in the main the portrayal is identical 
with that which has been offered by the 
popular comedian ever since he first “ cre- 
ated.”’ the réle.

RULING MADE IN- 
VENEZUELA CASE 


Blockading Powers Preferred 
as Claimants by The Hague 
Tribunal. 


OTHERS COME IN AFTER. 


United States Directed to See 
That Costs Are Paid by the 
Three Chosen Nations, 


THE HAGUE, Feb. 22.—The arbitration 
tribunal has decided in favor of the three 
powers that blockaded the Venezuelan ports 


. In order to collect their claims and holds 
thatthe: chims- of these powers shall. be 
} paid first, after which all the peaceable and 


noncembatant chaimants shall be paid in the 
order ofthe filing of theirclaims. 

The commission decided unahimously that 
the: three blockading powers, Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy, have the right to a 
preference of 30 per cent of the: customs 

utiles at Guaira and Puerto Cabello, the 
litigants to pay their own costs in the pro- 


'@) cedure and divide equally the costs of the 


tribunal. 

In addition to this, the tribunal tmposes 
on .a nonblockading power—the United 
States—the duty of carrying out the decision 
of the tribunal in so far as it relates to the 
payment of the costs. 


Decision Was Reached. 


In giving judgment the tribunal points out 
that it has been guided by international law 
and the equity of the case, the protocols 
signed at Washington since Feb. 13, 1903, 
andy particularly the protocol of May 7. The 
commission holds it is not competent to ques- 
tion the jurisdiction of the, mixed commis- 
sions at Caracas, nor to judge their action 
or the character of the warlike operations 
of the blockading powers, nor to -déeide if 
the three blockading powers exhausted all 
pacific means to prevent. the necessity for 
employing force. | 

In adhering to the protocols the tribunal 
says the blockaders could not have intended 
to renounce their acquired rights, nor their 
privileged, de facto position. The govern- 
ment of Venezuela itself had recognized in 


principle the well foundedness of their claims, 


while it had not recognized those ‘of the non- 
blockading power®, and until the end of 
January, 1908, made not the slightest pro- 
test against the claims for preferential treat- 
ment. Throughout. the diplomatic negotia- 
tions Venezuela constantly distinguished be- 
tween the allied powers and the neutrals, 
These latter did not protest against the 
claims for preference of the ‘dlockading 
powers, either at the time the war stopped 
nor immediately after the signature of the 
protoco! of Feb. 13. 

The good faith which should direct Inter- 
national relations imposes the duty on the 
tribunal of declaring that the words “all 
claims "’ employed by the Venezuelan rep- 
resentative in the negotiations with the rep- 
resentatives of the allied powers could re- 
late anly to the latter powers. 


Muravieff Regrets War. 


In delivering the opinion President Mura- 
vieff, the Russian minister of justice, spoke 
feelingly of the war in the far east, and 
deplored it as one of the things not avoidable, 
but added that “‘ The Hague arbitration tri- 
bunal remains always the rampart of justice, 
truth, and reason, and the —— hope of 
the future.”’ 


Washington Is Not Pleased. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—An official of 
the state department said that. while the de- 
partment regretted exceedingly the prece- 
cent which The Hague tribunal had made, 
there was nothing for the United States to 
do but accept the result philosophically as 
binding international law. What the gov- 


‘ernment disliked was to admit the principle 


that, by a mere show of naval force, a cred- 
itor nation can secure precedence in the pay- 
ment of debt over another hation which 
does not exercuse such force. It is regarded 
as a premium on violence, and as tending to 
discourage nations which are disposed to 
settle their claims by the peaceful methods 
of diplomacy. It probably will take about 
two years to pay the preferred claims, and 
after that the claims of the nonallied or 
peace powers will be taken up and paid 
pro rata.

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Yesterday the Baltimore 
News resumed publication 
in its own piant, two weeks 
after the complete destruc- 
tion of its former establish- 
ment. That is a feat which THE TRIBUNE 
can appreciate, for its own plant was com- 
pletely destroyed a third of a century ago, 
and it was’'a difficult matter to get a scanty 
supply of material with which to begin get- 
ting out a papér in three’days. It wasa year 
before THe TRIBUNE was back in a building 
of its own and had all the facilities it needed 
for doing busifiess. It is easier to get 
presses and other printing supplies in an 
emergency. In 1904 than it was in 1871, but 
the Baltimore: paper has displayed energy 
and is deserving of praise. It would be for- 
tunate for Bajtimore if ite commercial and 
manufacturing industries were able to re- 
sume busiiéss as promptiy as the News, but 
the marked @nterprise it hag shown cannot 
be expected of all. 


GABRIEL BOUCK. 
Wisconsin democrats were in the habit of 
‘calling Col. Gabriel Bouck “the sage of 
Oshkosh.” It was not a perfect character- 
ization of the man. A sage is supposed 
to be a peaceful individual who gives whole- 
some advice. Col. Bouck was a wise coun- 
selor, but he was preéminently a combatant, 
and a fearless one, in war, in public life, and 
in the courts. 

Politically he’ was an uncompromising 
democrat, but when the civil war broke out 
he, like Gen. Bragg of the Iron brigade, 
‘flung politics to the winds and had no other 
thought than that of fighting for the union. 
When thé war wis over, he was as devoted 
as ever fo his party, but the democratic 
ideals he cherished were those of an earlier 
day. He believed in free trade, but not in 
free silver. He was an able and a success- 
ful laivyer. He knew the law and could 
convince judges. He knew human nature 
- and could persuade jurors 

Gol. Bouck had strong convictions, and 
never hesitated to express them. He would 
not hide them when they did not’ accord 
with the views of the majority. He thought 
the “ granger” legislation of Wisconsin 
was wrong, and he opposed it, although it 
was extremely popular. It was partly be- 
cause Col. Bouck had clear, positive ideas 
which he never surrendered to expediency 
that he acquired the reputation of being a 
trustworthy adviser. 

Col. Bouck had some eccentricities. He 
was gruff in his manner occasionally, and 
he was not careful about his dress. These 
things never hid from the eyes of the people 
of Wisconsin his many notable fine qualities 
~—his ability, honesty, and sincerity. About 
everybody in Wisconsin, where he had lived 
for over fifty years, knew and respected him. 
No man can ask for a better epitaph than 
that. 


The Balti- 
more News 
Does Well. 


THE CITY CANNOT WAIT. 

The finance committee of the council is 
inclined to recommend a bond issue to get 
the thoney with which to lower the Wash- 
ington and La Salle street tunnels and re- 
vive the declining commerce of the port of 
Chicago. And continuous deep water in 
the river and the south branch, consequent 
on the lowering of the tunnels, would un- 
doubtedly reanimate Chicago's waning 
water commeree. 

If the city could afford to wait it would 
have the deeper water without paying a cent 
for it, but in the meanwhile lake commerce 
would go to other points, where it can be 
well taken care of. Most of the American 
geologists who have paid attention to the 
subject believe that the land is rising more 
rapidly around the basin of thereat lakes 
at the north than at the south. This means 
that little by little the water level at the 
southwestern angle of the great lakes—at 
Chicago—will rise, while that at the north- 
eastern extremity will fall. Ultimately the 
lakes which now drain into the north Atlan- 
‘tie through the St. Lawrence will drain by 
way of Chicago through the Illinois and 
Mississippi rivers into the gulf of Mexico. 
Phat was the course the waters of the upper 
lakes pursued towards the close of the 


age channel was opened. 

igvestimated roughly that by reason 
of the tipping up of the basin of the great 
lakes the water level at Chicago will rise 
from nine to ten tlaches in a century, and 
thatin. about 2,000 yearsias much water will 
run ipto the Ilinois river from the lakes 
a8 DOW. over Niagara. 

If that be so, in a few centuries the tops 
of the tunnels will be s6 Tar beneath the 
surface that the largest vessels wil] pass 
over them with ease. There will be tuo 
mach instead of too little water in the river. 

Extremely conservative and stingy Chi- 
ragoans may say that the city shouid not 
spend money to do what nature wil] do for 
it in the future. However, suchypeople are 
altogether too far sighted. They have over. 
developed the virtue of looking ahead unti) 
it has become a vice. 

Those who are interested in the city’s 
welfare during the next few centuries wil! 
favor the artificial rather than the natural 
lowering of the tunnels, If street cars are 
to run under the river, enough tunnel rent 
should be charged them to cover in twenty 
years the cost of lowering. ; 

If the tunnels are not to be used for trac-

A LESSON TO SAN DOMINGO. 

The action. of the insurgents gperating 
near the city of San Domingo in fifing upon 
an American merchant vessel ‘and the 
launch of an American war vessel, after 
having agreed not to molest them, wag some- 
thing which neither Minister Powell nor 
Commander Miller of the Newark ‘could 
tamely submit to. The ghelling of the in- 
‘surgent camp and the landing of the. ma- 
rihes to punish an unpardonable outrage 
were acts which will have the hearty ap- 


proval of the American government and 


people. 
The situation in San Domingo has become 


unendurable. For months the so-called nre- 
public has been in a state of amarchy. A 


few weeks ago three factions were struggling 


for mastery. There was a provisional gov- 
ernment. There were insurgents who were 
fighting it. Gen. Jiminez, who was once 


president but was driven into exile, had re- 


turned and was trying to regain power. 
Matters were simplified a little by the de- 
feat and flight of Jiminez, but the other 


two factions are still carrying on war tothe 


best of their ability. 

There is considerable American capital 
invested in San Domingo in railroad and 
telephone lines and in sugar and other plan- 
tations. Much of that property has been 
destroyed, and all of it made unproductive 
by the petty, inconclusive warfare which 
has been carried on so long. If there were 
reason to believe that there would be a 
stable government in San Domingo to which 
Americans could look for payment of just 
claims for damages, the present condition 
of affairs could be put up with, but there is 
no likelihood that there ever will be such a 
government. The insurgents have not only 
destroyed American property but two weeks 
ago they deliberately and without provoca- 
tion killed one of the petty officers of a» 
American war vessel. Minister Powell at 
once sent a note to the commander of the rev- 
olutionary forces demanding ample satisfac- 
tion for the insult and the death of the offi- 
cer. There has been no satisfaction given, 
and on the heels of that outrage came the 
firing on the American merchantman. and 
naval vessel, which led to the landing of the’ 
marines. 

It is reported in the dispatches that 
“prominent citizens” of the city of San 
Domingo have protested against Com- 
mander Miller’s energetic action, which they 
call “ an insolent outrage against the liberty 
of the republic and a disgrace to the na- 
tional dignity.”” The words are ill-chosen, 
because there is no liberty in the republic 
and no sense of national dignity. If the 
forceful warning given last week that the 
American flag must not be fired upon is not 
heeded, further lessons of the same kind will 
be administered unhesitatingly. 

The United States does not wish to annex 
the quasi-republic and its unwholesome in- 
habitants, although ‘it were to assume 
control it would soon persuade the people 
to drop their guns and stick to their spades 
and hoes. This country would greatly pre- 
fer to see an orderly government in San 
Domingo, but if that cannot be it must in- 
tervene. 

The trying feature of the situation is that 
Dominicans may involve their country in 
an unpleasant controversy with some Euro- 
pean power which will not be so long suffer- 
ing as the American government has been, 
and will demand and exact reparation. The 
United States does not wish this to hap- 
pen, For that reason, as well as for other 
reasons, it was most desirable that a lesson 
in good behavior should be given the Domin- 
ican insurgents. They must be taught to 
fire on none but their own countrymen. 


THE BALKAN SITUATION. 

The Balkans are known variously as the 
cockpit, the powder magazine, and the dirty 
rinsings of Europe. They seem once again 
about to justify these epithets. 

Politically, “‘the Balkans ” comprise the 
four nominally independent kingdoms and 
princedoms of Servia, Bulgaria, Roumania, 
and Monteuegro; the northern part of Buro- 
pean Turkey (Macedonia and Albania), and 
the Austrian provinces of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

Ethnically there is no Balkan people. The 
inhabitants of these territories are the het- 
erogeneous remnants of many races who at 
different times have dwelt in or passed over 
the southeastern corner of Europe. There 
are Slavs, Greeks, Gypsies, Serbs, Bulgars, 
Jews, Turks, Albanians. These various 
races do not occupy different, well defined 
sections of the Balka&hs, buf are scattered 
broadcast over the whole region. Next toa 
Bulgarian village will lie a Greek one, on 
the other side a town of Mussulmans, while 
the Roumanian gypsy begs and steals indis- 
criminately from all. 

The Turks have been misruling Macedo- 
nia most shockingly. The misrule caused 
a rebellion of the Bulgars in Macedonia, 
who constitute a large and perhaps pre- 
dominant element of the population. The 
rebellion was almost openly fostered by 
Bulgaria. The Turk would have liked to 
reply by making war on that kingdom, 
which is nominally a vassal state, but the 
European powers, and especially Russia, 
told him to do no such thing. The powers 
were afraid to trust any one of their num- 
ber to quiet Macedonia, so the task was in- 
trusted to Russia and. Austria jointly. 
They were to reorganize the police in the 
disturbed Turkish provinces and thus re- 
move the cause of the rebellion. This was 
last summer. 

The sultan managed to prevent the Rus- 
sian and Austrian commissioners from do- 
ing much of anything, and reform in Mace- 
donia marched with leaden feet. Now 
come the Japanese war and Russia’s pre- 
The sultan be- 
comes defiant, practically announces he 
will chastise Bulgaria for its insolence and 
treachery, and mobilizes his troops on its 
frontiers. Bulgaria responds by a counter 


mobilization on the other side of the frontier. 


Such is the present situation. 

If the powers kept their hands off Tur- 
key would undoubtedly, after a war of 
atrocities unparalleled in Burope for cen- 
turies, defeat Bulgaria and occupy that 
country. But the only certain thing in the 
whole chaotic situation is that the powers 
will not keep their hands off. They will 
not permit the Turk to extend his system in 
Europe. It may be that all four of the little 
Balkan independencies will be drawn into 
the struggle. In that case they are likely 
to wind up as dependencies or provinees of 
some bigger nation, which would not be a 
world calamity, since Servia, Bulgaria, 
Roumania, and Montenegro are no better 
than they ought to be. Austria is now ad- 
ministering two former Turkish provinces— 
Gosnia and Herzegovina—and administer- 
ing them well. They were formerly given 
over to slaughter, pillage, and persecution, 
but they are now lands of plenty and peace. 
If Austria is assigned the task of deodoriz- 
ing and disinfecting another slice of the

REUNION OF PRESBYTERIAN CHURCHES. 

Preliminary articles of reunion have been 
signed by committees representing the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church and the Pres- 


America, and Presbyterians of both sorts 
ought to feel warmer at heart. 

There were two causes of original disa- 
greement between these two bodies—one 
being connected with the doctrine of elec- 
tion and the other with the ordination to the 
ministry of men without formal scholastic 
training. The Cumberland people, living on 
the frontier and adapting themselves to the 
exigencies of frontier life, had begun to 
hold camp meetings of a boldly evangelical 
type. They appealed to all men ‘to be saved. 
This led them away from a strict insistence 
on “ God's eternal decree’ with regard to 


‘those men and angels foreordained to de- 


struction. They also reinforced their small 
array of educated ministers by pressing into 
service a large number of men who had no 


spiritual gifts. This led them away from 
the strict Presbyterian policy of requiring a 
period of residence in an institution of learn- 
ing. In 1810, therefore, the Cumberland 
Presbyterian chugch was established, and 


today it has a membership of almost. 


200,000. 


| In 1908 the Presbyterian Charch in the | 
| United States of America adopted a “ De- 


claratory Statement” to the effect that 
“ concerning those who pérish, the doctrine 
of God's eternal decree is held in harmony 


with the doctrine that God desires not the’ 


death of any sinner but has provided in 
Christ a salvation «<ufficient for all, and 
that no man is condemned except on the 
ground of his sin.” This statement simply 
put into authoritative language a sentiment 
long entértained by most of the members 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America. The way was at once 
opened to a union with the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, the members of which 
could not sign the confession of faith with- 


out the explanation contained in the declar- 


atory statement. 

Meanwhile, together with this effacement 
of theological differences, there had come 
an equal effacement of differences con- 
nected with the education of ministers. 


Both branches of the church had concluded. 


that ministers should, wherever possible, 
have a formal training, but that in special 
cases a man might become a minister with- 
out such training. 

Only one difficulty remains. The Cum- 
berland church insists tipon it that there 
shall be separate synods and presbyteries 
for whites and blacks respectively. This 
difficulty has already arisen in the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica itself. Several southern congregations 
belonging to that church have joined the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
(the southern church which seceded during 
the war on account of the race question). 
It is probable, therefore, that the request 
of the Cumberland church will be granted, 
and that such whites as desire to form sepa- 
rate presybteries will be allowed to do so. 
Though there may be in this action a recog- 
nition of the imperfect state of Christian 
fellowship, still one can hardly help think- 
ing that both blacks and whites will be in 
a more Christian frame of mind when they 
are apart than when they are together.

bers of the reigning family of Bel- 
gium were present, is a relative of the 


of Italy, and eldest daughter of that presi- 
dent of the Belgian senate who althqugh he 
possesses a marquisate dating from the fif- 
teenth century and two princely titles of 
the eighteenth century, prefers to be known 
by the oldest title which he owns—namely: 
that of count de Merode. He is the chief of 
this ancient house, and it is his eldest son, 
Charles, a lad of about 17, who bears one of 
his father’s princely titles—namely: that of 
prince de Grimberghe. The only dignities 
of the count de Merode are that of prince de 
Rubempre and of marquis de Westerloo. 

The family was founded in the twelfth 
century by Werner de Rode, one ofthe 
patricians of the city of Cologne, and it fs 
his great-grandson, Werner IV., who trans- 
formed the family name into Merode, a 
township near Aix La Chapelle, of which 
he was seigneur and baron. 


If I go to such pains of explaining the 
status and origin of the Merode family, it 
is because the matter is likely to prove a 
topic of considerable discussion, possibly 
even,of dynastic conflict, in the event of 
King Victor Emmanuel of Italy dying with- 
out male issue. In the kingdom of Wurtem- 
berg we find that, contrary to the wishes 
of the population, which is Lutheran al- 
most to a man, the throne will pass at the 
death of the present monarch to his cousin, 
Duke Albert of Wurtemberg, who is a 
devout and fervent Roman Catholic, and 
whose sons are being brought up in that 
faith. This is because the king has no son, 
but.only a daughter, married to one of the 
princes of Wied, and that the present duke 
of Teck, brother of.the princess of Wales, 
is banred from the succession to the Wur- 
temberfg throne by reason of the fact that 
his grandmother, consort of Prince Alex-’ 
ander of Wurtemberg, was a mere noble- 
woman, a countess de Rhedey by birth, and 
as such regarded as the morganatic wife 
of her husband. 

Now, the duke of Aosta’s grandmotiier 
was likewise a mere noblewoman—namely: 


; the Countess Louise Caroline de Merode, 


occupying precisely the same status and 
rank as the countess de Rhedey. This 
countess de Merode married the Italian, 
Prince Pozzo Della Cisterna, and it was her 
daughter and heiress who married King 
Humbert’s brother, the late duke of Aosta, 
who reigned. for a few years over Spain as 
King Amadeus I. Indeed, while at Madrid 
King Amadeus experienced the utmost diffi-, 
culty in obtaining women of the Spanish 
grandezza to act as ladies in waiting to 
Queen Marie just becauge the latter’s moth- 
er had been a mere comtesse de Merode, a 
noblewoman like themselves, and conse- 
quently not of royal birth. ge 


Although the house of Savoy is one of 
the most ancient and illustrious in Europe, 
yet there has always been a disposition at 
the various courts of Europe and among the 
old world aristocracy—a disposition fost- 
ered both by the Roman Catholic church, 
by the Bourbons, and by the Italian ele- 
ment of the Hapsburgs—to regard the king 
of Italy and his dynasty as indebted for its 
throne to revolution, and as consequently 
more. or less parvenu. There is no doubt

role in history, adding to the luster of their 
dynasty. Little Princess Yolande may grow 


r up to emulate her namesake of the middle 


ages, and there is no doubt that her 
countrymen would infinitely prefer that the 
scepter should be wielded by her than by the 
duke of Aosta, who is, in spite of his rood 
looks and gallant bearing, the reverse of 
popular, and enjoys none of the good will 
that is accorded to his younger brothers. 
With them—namely: the count of Turin 
and the duke of Abruzzi—he has shared 
the immense fortune of his grandmother, the 
countess de Merode, and retains possession 
ot many of the latter's estates, including 
valuable mines in Belgium. Whenever he 
goes to the latter country to look after his 
property there. which happens about twice 


his first cousin, Prince Victor Napoleon, the 
Bonapartist pretender to the French throne, 
and as such the rival of the royalist pretend- 
er, the duke of Orleans, whose sister is the 
duchess of Aosta. In fact, there is but Httle 
intimacy or good feeling between the duke 
of Aosta and his brother-in-law, the duke of 
Orleans, and there is no doubt but what the 
duke of Aosta would infinitely sooner see 
his cousin. Victor emperor of France as 
Napoleon VI., than his brother-in-law king 
of France as Louis Philippe LI. : 

Exception will probably be taken to my 
reference to Prince Victor as Napoleon VI., 
but it must be borne in mind that asin the 
case of English peerages that have been dor- 
mant, where the persons who should have 
inherited them are counted as the fifth, sixth, 
or seventh holder of the dignity, as the case 
may be, even though they have never enjoyed 
the use of the title or the prerogatives at- 
tached thereto during their lifetime, so it is 
with the royal houses whose members have 
been driven into exile, and who have not 
only died there but have likewise had their 
heirs live and die away from their native land. 
Thus, when Louis Bonaparte took pos- 
session of the throne of France a little over 
half a century ago, he called himself Na- 
poleon III. in deference to the memory of his 
young cousin, the ‘ Aiglon,”’ who died as 
duke of Reichstadt in Austria, and who in 
Napoleonic history figures as Napoleon II. 
The prince imperial, who was killed in Zulu- 
land while fighting as an English officer, 
ranks as Napoleon IV., although heenever 
reigned. His cousin, Jerome Bonaparte, pop- 
ularly known as *‘Plon Plon,”’ son of 
ex-King Jerome Bonaparte of, West- 
phalia and of his second wife, Princess 
Caroline of Wiirtemberg, ranks in Bonapart- 
ist annals as Napoleon V., and the latter’s 


. eldest son, Prince Victor, if ever he were to 


become emperor, would consequently assume 
the style of Napoleon VI. 


It is the same in Spain, where Don Carlos, 
the pretender, styles himself King Charles 
VIL, although the last monarch of the name 
of Charles to occupy the throne at Madrid 
was Charles IV. On the accession of Queen 
Isabella to the throne in 1883, her father’ 
brother, the Infant Carlos, in vain laid clai 
to the crown, styling himself Charles V. His 
son figures in Carlist annals as Charles VI., 
and his grandson, the present pretender, as 
Charles VII. 


One word more on the subject of morganatic 
marriages. The latter do not exist in Eng- 
land, but only on the continent, and in Great 
Britain when once the consent of the sover- 
eign in council has been given to the marriage 
of a member of the royal house, it becomes 
valid, no matter what the birth or rank of the 
consort may be. That is why there is no ob- 
stacle in the way of the duke of Teck’s sister, 
the princess of Wales, becoming one day 
queen of Great Britain, an honor which 
might in certain eventualitieseven fall to the 
share of little Lady Alexandra Duff, the cem- 
moner daughter of Edward VII.’s eldest 
daughter, the duchess of Fife, who married 
the nonroyal duke of Fife.

| AMERICAN SPORTING DOGS. 


An Authoritative Work on the Subject 
by Joseph A. Graham. 
That excellent American Sportsman's Li- 
brary, published by the Macmillan company, 
New York, has been enriched by a timely 


SPORTING DOG,” by Joseph A. Graham of 
St. Louis. It is timely, for the shooting 
and coursing season is rapidly approach- 
ing, and it is unusual because it is 
all Mr. Graham’s work, and not a volume 
of collaboration. On the subject of sporting 
dogs Mr. Graham needs no help or advice. 
He is the best authority in the country. 

But although it may be taken as an au- 
thoritative work, the book is written mod- 
estly and far from the vein of cocksureness 
which might have characterized any work 
by any authority. . 

After giving Great Britain credit for orig- 
inating our sporting breeds, Mr. Grahani 
goes on to consider the American varieties, 
and in turn he discusses shooting breeds, 
pointer families, English setter questions, 
American Liewellins, laveracks in America. 
Irish and Gordon setters, greyhounds, fox- 
hounds, beagles, Chesapeakes and water 
spaniels, and fox terriers. Besides these 
chapters he has others on “‘Choosing a 
Shooting Dog,’ “The Dogs They Prefer,’’ 
‘‘Blcho and Faust,”’ “Class,’’ ‘ Training 
and Care,” ‘‘ Breeding,’’ and ‘‘ Bench Shows 
and Field Trials.”” To these he has added 
some little sketches, by no means imaginary, 
and a valuable appendix on bench show 
standards and field trial rules. 

Alone he has covered the whole range of 
his subject, and his knowledge of dogs, dog 


) points, and dog values is of the most inti- 


mate and far reaching character. There is 
breeds with which he does not seem familiar, 
and he has particular knowledge of individ- 
ual dogs of distinction in-every part of the 
country. To the lover of dogs, to the breeder 
and fancier, the book will appeal most 
strongly.

Says Sentence Was Persecution. 

He admitted that he had been sent to jail 
in England and had served three months, but 
said that he had been convicted under a 
vagrancy act of the time of King George IV.., 
which was supposed to be obsolete. Under 
this act, he said, a clergyman could be pun- 
ished for soliciting funds outside his own 
parish. He said it was while he was selling 
tickets in an adjoining parish to a patriotic 
lecture on Treland for the benefit of the 
vicarage of St. James’, Bolton, of which he 
had been rector seven years, that he was 
arrested. Before that he had been bitterly 
attacked for his radical Irish views and for 
aiding the striking engineers. 

Mr. Fitzmaurice lives in an apartment in 
the Concord flats, Twenty-fourth street and 
Indiana avenue. He does not intend to leave 
Chicago, and has applied for the position of 
rector of St. John’s Reformed LEpiscopal 
ehurch, Thirty-seventh street and Langley 
avenue. The pastorate at St. John’s has been 
vacant since last April and a rector will be 
chosen next week. 

It was only seven weeks ago that Mr. Fitz- 
maurice came to Chicago to become the as- 
‘sistant of Bishop Cheney. He had come to 
America in October and was given a license 
to preach in the Protestant Episcopal church 
in Pennsylvania by Bishop Alexander 
Mackay Smith, His arrangement with Christ 
church was made entirely by letter. 


Has Many Indorsements. 

The trouble in England occurred in Feb- 
ruary, 1908. After serving his sentence he 
went to Dublin, Ireland, of which city he is 
a native. There he secured indorsements 
from T. C. Harrington, the lord mayor, and 
many clergymen, who had known him from 
childhood and declared their belief that he 
had been the victim of persecution. Prior to 
taking the vicarage at St. James’, Bolton, he 
had worked in theslumsof London. He says 
he still holds

GENERAL INTEREST, HOWEVER, 
IN FOREIGN MAREETS. 


Liverpool Higher, Though Not Follow- 
ing Extreme Advance Here—English 
and French Financial Exchanges 
Irregular, One Up, the Other Down— 
No Snow in Southwest, but a Good 
Fall Elsewhere—Wheat Consump- 
tion Gaining on Its Prodaction. 


With all American grain markets closed 
speculative interest in wheat is so intense 
the board of trade corridors were full of 
traders who had come down to find out what 
foreign exchanges were doing and discuss 
“the probable course of prices today after 
a double holiday. 

Not much information found its way here 
as to the action of European markets. Liv- 
erpool wheat advanced 14d, not as much 
as the sensational upturn here on Saturday. 
Nothing was heard from the European grain 
markets. The’ London and French financial 
exchanges opened with a show of strength 
as though some of the war alarms of the 
week end had been dissipated. English con- 
sols held an advance of 51-6c. French 
rentes, however, while opening 2%c higher, 
dropped back 3c before the close. Traders 
generally were inclined to anticipate a re- 
action in prices as the natural thing after 
an advance of 6c to 10c in a week, subject, 
however, to something new and exciting in 
the way of war scares or a continuance of 
the big speculative demand of the latter part 
of the week. There were no curb prices 
here and the Minneapolis curb was quoted 
unchanged, but that market had not ad- 
vanced as fast on Saturday as prices here. 
Liverpool corn was unchanged. Dealers 
here reported no country acceptances on bids 
sent out on Saturday. 

Irregular Snowfall. 

The weather map showed more favorable 
conditions for the growing crop—general 
good snows in Illinois, Indiana,and Ohio, light 
snows in. Missouri, lowa, northern Nebraska, 
and the northwest. There was no snow, 
however, in Kansas, Oklahoma, or Texas, 
and temperatures in the southwest were cold. 
A Rosario cable reported general rains in 
Argentina.

21,050,000. Here we find that the world’s 
visible supply is actually only about 2,200,000

_ of 1899, while it is 8,500,000 qrs smaller than 
the largest recorded, which was in 1805. 
When it is remembered that the last year’s 
wheat production has been the largest on 
record, this point is the more remarkable, 
and obviously indicates that the world’s con- 
sumption of wheat is keeping pace with the 
increase in the world’s wheat production, 
large as has been the latter during the last 
few years. The corrected figures of the 
world’s wheat crop during the above period 
of thirteen years may be given here foy the 
take of comparison:

Here it is shown that the average annual 
world’s production of wheat in the last six 
years has been 359,000,000 qrs, or 2,872.000,000 
bu. while in the previous seven years it was 
only 305,000,000 qrs, or 2,440,000,000 bu. An- 
other point shown is that with an average 
production of 308,000,000 qrs, from 1891 to 1885 
inclusive, the world’s visible supply on Feb. 
1 in these years averaged 23,200,000 qrs, 
whereas this year the visible supply is only 
16,000,000 qrs, following a crop of 382,000,000 
‘ars. These facts and figures are certainly 
worth attention, showing, as they do, an in- 
creased consumption of wheat. |

DEATHS IN FIRE 


Coroner Aroused by Alhambra 
Hotei B .ze,in Which Three 
Persons Perish. 


TEN GUESTS INJURED. 


Many Rescued from Windows 
During Destructive Fire in 
Early Morning Hours. 


One arrest has been made and a thorough 
investigation begun of the fire in the Alham- 
bra hotel early yesterday morning. Three 
persons were killed, ten injured, and fifty 
rescued from fire swept window ledges by 
firemen. The three story building at Twen- 
tieth and State streets was wrecked and the 
Alhambra theater adjoining badly damaged. 
The total loss is estimated at $40,000, fully 
ineured. 

The hotel had no fire escapes. Building 
Inspector Julius A. Lense, who examined tho 
ruins, said such escapes are not required 
in a three story structure. Coroner Traeger 
also visited the building.

At 4 a. m. PhNip Vigon, the night clerk in 
the hotel, discovered smoke coming up the 
elevator shaft in the center of the building. 
He turned in an alarm and then ran 
through the building, pounding on the doors 
of the rooms. Many of the guests opened the 
doors to find the halls black with suffocating 
emoke. They turned to the windows, and 
when the fire company arrived there were 
people at every window, screaming and ap- 
pealing for help. 


Many Rescued from Windows. 


Battalion Marshal Thomas O'Connor, the 
first chief to arrive upon the scene, sent ina 
“4-11” alarm and then turned to direct the 
firemen in the work of rescue. Within five 
minutes the firemen had raised ladders to 
the windows facing on State street, Twen- 
tieth street, and Archer avenue, and were 
taking the scantily.attfred guests of the 
hotel to the street. Among them were Mrs. 
Matthew Leucker and two children, who were 
visiting friends at the hotel. 

From a third story window at Twentieth 
and State streets Truckman Farrell of truck 
company No. 4 tried to take Mrs. Ella Wat- 
ton. When he reached the woman she re- 
fused to leave the sill until the fireman 
rescued her husband, who was overcome by 
smoke and lay inside the window. Farrell 
climbed into the window, and lifting the un- 
conscious man to a comrade on the ladder, 
calmed the woman sufficiently to get her to 
go to the street. 

The guests in the north end of the hotel 
tried to escape to the street by means of a 
stairway north of the office. The door at 
Lhe street, however, blocked their escape, as 
this was locked at midnight. Michael Mc- 
Cabe, who lived at the hotel, caught up a 
chair and broke the door down. McCabe 
returned to the second floor and rescued 
James Heaney, a friend, who was ill. ‘ 

When it was thought every person had been 
rescued the firemen turned their attention to 
the blaze. The blaze started in the base- 
ment, from an overheated boiler, it is be- 
lieved. Apparently the blaze was checked 
when there was a burst of fame up the ele- 
yator shaft and the fire was beyond control. 
The theater building was soon attacked by 
the fire and badly damaged before the flames 
were driven back. 


- Firemen Find Three Bodies. 


An hour after the fire was under contro] 
one of the firemen found the door to a room 
on the third floor locked. He broke it in 
and on the floor lay the bodies of Fisher, 
Beckman, and Mrs. Wells. Around the 
room were s@attered the remnants of a 
luncheon. Seemingly they had been over- 
come by smoke before aware of their dan- 

ger. The bodies were taken to Horan's un- 
dertaking rooms at 169 Eighteenth street, 
where the inquest will be held today. 

After the fire James Hart, the engineer at 
“the hotel, was taken to the Twenty-second 
street police station to be held as a wit- 
ness. He told conflicting stories of the 
time he left the hotel. 

Supt. W. W. Watts of the theater said that 
he found the watchman, who is employed to 
watch the theater, asleep in the auditorium 
and wakened him in time to save his life 
while the building was rapidly being burned. 


MURDER TRIAL DEFENDANTS 
SAY POLICE TORTURED THEM. 


Hugh Reilly, James Sammons, and John 
Lynch Deny Confessions and Accuse 
Inspector Revere. 


Facing a charge of murder fn which the 
oan demands the death penalty, Hugh 

ellly, James Sammons, and John Lynch 
yesterday tried to convince a jury in Judge 
Smith's court that they are victims of police 
brutality. They are accused of the murder 
of Patrick Barrett, a stockyards saloon- 
keeper, while trying to rob him on the night 
of May 18- last. 3 

If their statements from the witness stand 
are to be believed, the “ third degree,” as 
administered to prisoners by Police Inspector 
John Revere, makes the “ bring them in in 
fragments’’ methods of District Attorney 
William T. Jerome of New York seem like 
child's play. Keiily outdid his co-defendants 
in sensational charges. 

“Revere had his men tie a rope around 
my neck and hang me to the bars of the cell 
at the Stockyards station,” he declared. 
“My toes could just toucn the floor, and I 
was left there for twenty minutes. After 
that 1 was ready io ‘ confess’ to anything.” 

“I was beaten and kicked until I thought 
my ribs were al! stove in,’ declared Sam- 
mons. “ Revere said that if I'd testify that 
the others did the murder he'd let me go after 
the inquest.”’ 

Lynch s charges Were confined to tales of 
being starved and struck by the police. The 
defense in the case practically closed yes- 
terday afternoon, and. today the state will 
introduce witnesses to disprove the charges 
of cruelty and to support the contention of 
the police that the confessions of the de- 
fendants were made freely. Of the charges 
against him Inspector Revere said last even- 
ing: “The stories are ridiculous.”

MAY COT PAY OF POLICE 


COMMITTEE REFUSES TO INCREASE 
DEPARTMENT FUND. 


If Council Follows Recommendation 
the Salaries of Patrolmen Now 
Drawing $1,100 a Year Will Be Re- 
duced to $1,000—Proposition to Give 
Firemen Shorter Hours Is Defeated— 
Stone Breaking Plant at Bridewell 
Is Favored. | | 


If the council follows the recommendations 
of its finance committee the policemen now 
drawing $1,100 a year will be reduced to 
$1,000. 

It was decided at the meeting of the com- 
mittee yesterday no more money could be 
appropriated for the department this year 
than last and that means the reduction in 
patrolmen'’s pay. In order to meet the in- 
crease last year an extra appropriation of 
$250,000 was necessary in December. 

It was decided to allow an appropriation 
for three new engine houses for the fire de- 
partment on condition that bonds were sold 
and they could be paid for out of the pro- 
ceeds. The cost wiii be around $30,000. The 
proposition to give the department $187,000 
extra so that the firemen’s hours could be 
changed to twelve ‘‘on”’ and twelve “ off ”’ 
was unanimously vetoed. 

A proposition to put aside $20,000 for a 
stone breaking plant at the bridewell was 
favorably considered. It was represented 
it would save the city much money every 
year besides keeping down the cost of pav- 
ing material, and the item was inserted in 
the ordinance in lieu of a similar sum asked 
for for a creosoting plant. 


SAYS MORE PUMPS ARE NEEDED. 


City Engineer Spengler Reports in Case 
of Break Water Supply Would 
Be Affected. | 


Although the city pumps are drawing in 
lake water at a rate never before equaled by 
them and working to the limit of their ca- 
pacity, there are many complaints of short- 


age in the supply. Feb. 2 the thirty-four 
pumps drew 461,850,415 gallons, and the daily 
average has been little below this. This 
means 230 gallons for each man, woman, and 
child daily, while in 1902 the supply was 176 
gallons, and in 1903 188 gallons. City Engi- 
neer Spengler asks the following from the 
council finance committee for 1904: 

Additional pumps, 25,000,000 gallons capacity 
daily, for Springfield avenue and the Central Park 
avenue stations; cost, $180,000. 

Pump and foundations, Sixty-eighth street sta- 
tion, $65,000; additional building, $35,000. 

New pumping station at State and One Hundred 
and Third streets, with six mile tunnel through the 
rock under the lake to Sixty-eighth street crib, 
$2, 000, 000. 

To replace small mains which distribute water 
to district bounded by Fifty-first and Sixty-seventh 
— Cottage Grove and Stewart avenue, $10,- 


“The city is growing at the rate of 75,000 
persons a year.” Mr. Spengler said. ‘* The 
demand increases one 15,000,000 gallon pump 
each year, yet for three and one-half years 
we have had no new pumps. Should several 
pumps break down at one time I do not like 
to think of what would happen to the city. 
We also need meters.’’ 


GRAND JURY. WANTS CHANGES. 


Would Relieve Police and Fire Chiefs 
of the Clerical Work of De- 
partments. 


A recommendation that the superintend- 
ents of the police and fire departments be 
relieved of all clerical and detail work in 
connection with their departments will be 
a feature of the written report of the special 
Iroquois grand jury which will be made to 
Judge Chytraus this afternoon. The jury 
will suggest that a bureau in the nature 
of a police and fire board be provided to look 
after all matters except the direction and 
discipline. 

The report also will deal with the building 
department, and it is understood that an 
improved system of inspection will be rec- 
ommended. New rules specifically defining 
the duties of the attachés so there can be 
no more “side stepping’’ when responsi- 
bility is to be fixed will be advocated.

Three Courses Under Consid- 
eration by Transporta- 
tion Committee. 


MAY DODGE THE BURDEN. 


Snag Is Purchase Proposition at 
Which City Railway Com- 
pany Balks. 


Three ways of meeting the emergency pre- 
sented by the expiration of the City rallway 
franchises next Sunday are under considera- 


} tion by the members of the council commit- 


tee on local transportation. At an informal 
conference of some of the members yester- 
day it was decided to call a meeting of the 
full committee for tomorrow, when the mat- 
ter will be decided. The three courses under 


. consideration are: 


To report an ordinance into the council either to- 
morrow or next Monday evening and let the alder- 
men do what they please with it. 

To make to the council a statement of the nego- 


tlations with the City railway company up to date 


and ask for more time to carry them on. 

To recommend allowing the company to continue 
operations indefinitely under an agreement to be- 
gin improving the service at once, the license to: 
run being revocable at any time by the council. 

Ask “Indeterminate” Franchise. 

It is more probable the last proposition 
will-come from the floor of the council when 
the committee report is presented than from 
the committee itself. It is the plan of the 
immediate municipal ownership advocates 
who, pending the time when the city can 
take over the property, want what they call 
“‘an indeterminate franchise,’’ so that the 
city can purchase the lines at any time it 
pleases. It will, of course, be fought by the 
street railway company, which already has 
opposed the plan to allow the city to pur- 
chase at any time after ten years. 

The radical municipal ownership forces, 


| however, have beén marshaling their forces 


of late and expect to show more strength in 
the coungil than before. ; 


Company Refuses to Accept. 

“ What is proposed by the municipal owner- 
ship advocates is not an ‘indeterminate 
franchise,’ as it is understood in Massachu- 
setts, where the system prevails,”’ said Gen- 
eral Counsel Bliss of the Chicago City rail- 
way yesterday. ‘‘ There a road is allowed to 
run during good behavior. What these men 
are talking about is a license which can be 
yg any moment the council sees fit to 

o it. 

*“*It would be well enough if they were not 
asking us to put in improvements on the 
strength of it. Suppose we were to electrify 
the Cottage Grove avenue*line alone. In 
order to do it we*must build a.t.ew power- 
house, and that means the expenditure of 
more than $2,000,000. We must put in new 
rails to carry new cars and spend money for 
other things, and all on the strength of a 
license which the council can revoke any 
time it sees fit.’ 


Purchase Clause Is Stickler. 

The thing which stands in the way of re- 
porting an ordinance with the compensation 
clause blank is the contention that it must 
give the city the right to purchase after ten 
years. This the company has said it could 
not agree to, but Mayor Harrison again in- 
sisted on it yesterday. 

*‘Instead of Col. Bliss dictating terms to 
the city,”’ he said, ‘‘ let the city dictate terms 
to the City railway company. It is not for 
the company to come to us and say what it 
will accept.’’ 


Believes in Grant of Time. 

On the plan of presenting a statement to 

the council of the progress of the negotia- 
tions with the company up to date and asking 
for more time, a member of the committee 
said: 
**T am firmly of the opinion that if the com- 
mittee is given more time it will be able to 
come to an arrangement with the company 
which will result in a satisfactory ordinance. 
It is evident, however, that the temper of the 
council fs such that it is liable to demand 
a report of some kind and insist on immediate 
action. That an injunction restraining the 
city from interfering if the extension is not 
granted would come from the courts at once 
goes without saying.” 


HUGHITT GOES TO NEW YORK 
FOR IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 


Railway Officials Think Alton-North- 
western Deal May Be Concluded at 
the Meeting. 


While no positive information can be se- 
cured at the Northwestern and Alton offices 
here regarding the reported deal whereby 
the Alton is to become a part of the North- 
western railroad system, as reported in THE 
TRIBUNB on Sunday. the general opinion in 
railroad circles is that such a deal is being 
perfected. President Hughitc of the North- 
western left for New York yesterauy to 
attend a conference between the Vander- 
bilt and Harriman people, which is said to 
be for the purpose of completing the deal. 

To obtain control of the Alton railway, 
which is the operating company, will not be 
an expensive matter. The total amount of 
stocks of the Alton railway is about $40,000,- 
000, par value. Figuring the common at 40 
and the preferred at 80, it would cost less 
than $30,000,000 to acquire all of the stock. 
But to obtain control only a little more than 
half the stock would be needed, and conse- 
quently an outlay of about $15,000,0000 would 
be required. 


Pennsylvania-Santa Fe Deai. 

It is quite probable, in case the Vander- 
bilt’s secure control of the Alton, a strong 
effort will be made by the Pennsylvania to 
secure control, or at least a large interest, in 
the Santa Fé system. Rumors have been 
current for several days that a large part 
of the $50,000,000 which the Pennsylvania 
borrowed last week may go to acquire Santa 
Fé stocks, which for months have been well * 
bought by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. It is this firm 
which floated the Pennsylvania loan. 


Rock Island Grain Rates Up. 


Instead of meeting the low rates on grain 
from Missouri river points to Chicago, put 
in effect by the Northwestern and Great 
Western, the Rock Island has just issued 
notice that it will makean advance of 4 cents 
a hundred pounds, making the rate 12 cents 
on whéat and 11 cents on corn. This rate will 
become effective on Feb. 27. Its present rate 
is 8 cents on wheat and7centsoncorn. The 
latest rate announced by the Chicago Great 
Western from Missouri river points to Chi- 
cago is 6 cents on wheat and 5 cents on corn. 

The arrangement made by the Burlington 
and Alton with the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern, Chesapeake and Ohio, and 
Norfolk and Western establishing a 15 cent 
rate on grain from Missouri river paints via 
St. Louls to Baltimore, Newport News, and 
Norfolk is seriously hurtfhg the Chicago 
grain interests. The board of trade has ap- 
pointed a committee to call on the executive 
officers of the eastern and western roads. 
and urge them to make correspondingly low 
rates via Chicago to New York.
